America will ‘avoid causing injury

tu make Palestine a ghetto of the 
Arab world. 

Senator Johnson and Senator

Colonel Oliver Stanley, former 
British Colonial Secretary, speaking 
yesterday to the Royal Empire 
Society on colonial problems, urged 
the return of Palestine to the 
jurisdiction of the Foreign Office.

NEW Prices Order will have 

the ‘effect. of scaling down the 
margin of profit taken by the

The effect of the Order on whole- 
sale and retail margins should be 
to lower the prices of cloth end 
clothing by about four per cent. 
This, in conjunction with the reduc- 
tions in manufacturers’ prices, should 
bring. prices down by almost ten 
per cent. in some cases. 

Owing to the present shortage of 
imported textiles, the iMinister for 
Industry and Commerce, has decided 
that reductions would not be war- 
ranted in the existing wholesale 
margins on imported cloth or cloth- 
ing. For the same reason the retail 
margins on imported articles will 
have to be maintained at rates which 
will be somewhat. higher than the 
margins on home-produced articles. 

The Order will affect goods: sold 
by manufacturers or imported on 
or after October 16th. Stocks of 
goods in the hands of importers, 
wholesalers and retailers will carry 
the margins in force when the goods 
were imported or purchased from a 
manufacturer, as the case may be.

AIRCRAFT WILL 


NOT USE COLLINSTOWN 


From Our REPORTER. 
RINEANNA, Wednesday. 


PAN-AMERICAN World Air- 
' ways aircraft will not use 
Collinstown gs en alternative air- 
port, I learned to-day. An official 
of the company told reporters that 
whatever -advantages Collinstown 
offered as an alternative airport, it 
was unlikely to be used because the 
rass runways were quite unsuitable 
for aircraft such as the Skymasters 
which will be used on the Atantic 
route. These planes are so heavy 
that there is a grave danger that 
in all but dry summer weather the 
wheels would sink ‘into the grass. 
Alternative airports with concrete 
runways in Eire would be a great 
advantage, he said, and would be 
welcomed by Pan-American World 
Airways; but, in the meantime, 
British airports would have to pro- 
vide alternative landing-fields in the 
event of bad weather. ; 
With. the landing here this 
morning of the second Pan- 
American World Airways survey 
aircraft began the second stage in 
the preparation for the change-over 
from sea planes to land planes for 
the main trafs-Atlantic route from 
New York to Ireland, which will 
take place within\two weeks. The 
plane. which landed to-day brought, 
in additiom to the ‘crew, pilots and 
flying personnel of the company. 
The purpose of this and similar 
survey trips, which will be made 
within a very’ short time by the 
other operating companies, is to 
familiarise these men with the 
stopping-points on their scheduled 
routes. : 
Pan-American World Airways had 
intended to test night-landing facili- 
ties here this morning,gbut the air- 
craft was slighly delayed at Gander, 
Newfoundland, and did not arrive 
at Rineanna until almost 11 a.m. 
At that time thefe was, however, a 
dense ground fog, so that, although 
aircraft could clearly be heard 
circling the aerodrome, it was ‘not 


‘seen by -, of the people outside 


the airport buildings until it finally 
touched down. The main runway was 
specially lighted for the aircraft 
from an early hour, but, owing to 
the direction of the wind, it landed 
on one of the other runways, using 
instrument controls. The beam in 
the control tower was operating as 
an additional guide.
